Purchase of the Vulcan Powder 
tract of 243 acres was made by the 
Mintzer estate corporation, it is said, 
to “straighten out” its lines and give 
it a compact holdng all along the 
eastern side of the deep water chan- 
nel the Standard Oil Company is 
now busily dredging. The Mint- 
zner estate sold its holding on the 
west side of the channel to the Stan- 
dard, that acreage being of great 
value to the ofl company as it direct- 
ly adjoins the refinery site on the 
north and abuts on the hills making 
tt all in line with the company’s 
holdings. 

It is said that the Mintzner estate 
received a much hfgher price for the 
Swamp lands it is sold to Standard 
than it paid for the Vulcan tract 
which it got for $75,000.
